The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Arlington. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1939* 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  was  3 more  than  in 
the  previous  year,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  li+,8  per  1000  population  as  compared 
with  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  16.3, 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  the  District  was  3 more  than  in  the 
year  1938,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  12,0  per  1000  population  as  compared  with  the 
Death  Rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  of  11,6.  It  should  be  noted  that  45  of 
the  deaths  which  occurred  were  of  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over*  Of  these, 

9 wore  70  or  more,  11  were  75  or  more,  9 were  80  or  more,  and  5 were  over  83  years 
of  age. 

In  regard  to  causes  of  death,  whilst  there  was  the  same  number  of  deaths 
from  Coronary  Heart  Disease  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  from  other  forms 
of  heart  disease  was  increased  by  6.  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neo- 
plasms was  increased  by  one.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths 
from  tuberculosis.  Deaths  from  other  causes  show  only  minor  variations. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  the 
age  of  one  year  during  1959,  there  was  one  infant  death  in  1958. 

During  the  year  one  stillbirth  was  registered,  as  against  none  the  previous 

year. 

In  regard  to  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  58  cases  were  notified, 
of  which  2 were  Poliomyelitis,  2 Tuberculosis  (one  being  a traiufcr  from  the 
Glasgow  area),  1 Scarlet  Fever  and  53  Measles.  In  addition,  there  was  one  fatal 
case  of  Poliomyelitis  which  was  not  notified. 

During  the  year  3 houses  scheduled  for  Slum  Clearance  have  been  closed 
by  the  Council.  It  is  hoped  that  other  scheduled  houses  will  be  dealt  with  in  , 
this  way  during  i960. 

Y/ater  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A water 
shortage  occurred  in  the  B lacier cd  supply,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  body 
of  the  report. 

The  firm  of  Consultant  Engineers  appointed  by  the  Council  to  prepare  a 
report  on  the  whole  system  of  sewerage  and  sewago  disposal,  have  carried  out  an 
intensive  survey  and  recordings  have  been  taken  of  the  flow  of  incoming  sewage 
and  samples  analysed.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Consultants 1 report  will  be 
presented  to  the  Council  during  i960. 

Implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  is  a matter  which  I consider  still 
requires  further  consideration.  Pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is  now  regarded  as 
a major  cause  of  ill-health  and  should  be  regarded  a.s  a matter  of  mnh  import anc e . 


Attention  is  still  being  given  to  the  implement a.t i on  of  the  Food  hygiene 
Regulations,  and  the  retailers  are  co— operating  in  this  matter. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  and  consideration 
extended  to  me.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE.  AREA 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  provided  (l)  from  the  Blackrod  Reservoir 
by  arrangement  with  Blackrod  Urban  District  Council,  and  (2)  from  a 
tapping  of  the  conduits  taking  the  Manchester  Supply  from  Thirlmere,  by 
arrangement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation,  The  supplies  are  inter- 
changeable and  complementary. 

In  1957  a chlorinating  plant  was  installed  at  Harding  Street  Pumphouse, 
since  which  time  samples  of  water  taken  have  proved  satisfactory.  The 
Blackrod  supply  was  already  chlorinated  and  samples  taken  from  that 
authority  were  consistently  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  3 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis.  All  were  reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory.

Every  house  in  the  area  hs.s  a "main  supply"  . The  average  daily  consumption 
was  140,000  gallons,  which  gives  a consumption  per  head  of  the  population  of 
34*73  gallons  for  all  purposes e 


Ovdng  to  the  acute  water  shortage  during  the  late  summer  and  autumn  the 
supply  from  Blackrod  was  cut  off  for  77  days,  the  whole  of  the  supply  being 
taken  from  Manchester  Corporation*  Thirl emere  Acqueduct  during  that  period. 


Joint  Water  Board 

Meetings  have  been  held  regarding  the  formation  of  a Water  Board  comprising 
Chorley  Borough,  Adlington,  Blackrod,  Horwich  and  Witbnell  Urban  Districts, 
and  Chorley  Rural  District,  but  nothing  has  yet  been  settled. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Only  outlying  propertieg^are^njt  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  These 
have  septic  tanks.  Seweragef?s°t)y  precipitation  and  filtration  over  3 coke 
filters  at  the  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  at  Harrisons  Farm.  The  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  River  Douglas.  The  sewage  works  was  modernised  in  1931» 
Further  extensions  are  under  consideration;  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
have  taken  details  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewers,  and  their  report- 
will  be  presented  during  i960. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

1493  moveable  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  two  sites.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

Houses  built  before  1914  are  chiefly  stone  but  some  are  brick  with  slated  roofs, 
2 or  3 bedroom  terraced  type  mainly,  without  hot  water  systems  or  bathrooms  etc. 
Prevailing  defects  are  dampness.  Most  of  the  houses  are  \/eH-built  and  well- 
maintained,  many  of  them  are  now  owner-occupied  and  have  been  modernised  and  this 
modernization  is  continuing  steadily.  There  are  302  houses  owned  by  the  Council 
and  just  over  300  houses  and  shops  with  living  accommodation  which  are  not  owner- 
occupied  . A considerable  amount  of  privat e housing  development  has  taken  place 
during  the  last  two  years,  and  more  is  planned  for  I960.  Most  of  this  development 
consists  of  bungalows. 

The  County  Council* s Scheme  for  the  Housing  of  the  Aged,  which  includes  the 
provision  of  wolf  are  facilities  for  old  people,  has  been  considered  by  this  Council 
but  no  decision  has  yet  been  reached.  During  this  year  the  erection  of  8 bungalows 
has  been  commenced.  This  project  is  being  carried  out  by  Mrs.  Slater  and  Miss  I. 
Slater  in  memory  of  the  late  John  Slater  M.P.,  and  when  completed,  these  dwellings 
will  be  handed  over  to  the  Council  for  occupation  by  old  people. 
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Overcrowding  or  Housing  portage  • 

During  the  year  40  applications  for  houses  were  received,  4 of  these  being 
from  people  living  outside  Arlington.  8 applications  were  for  bungalows*  Only 
11  applicants  living  in  Addington  were  without  a hone  of  their  own,  these  being 
young  married,  couples*

INSPECTION  AM)  SUPERVISION  OF  FOCD 


In  April  1956  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specified  Areas)  Order  cane 
into  force,  and  so  far  as  Acllington  is  concerned,  retailers  no?/  sell  only 
designated  milk  - Tuberculin-tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised. 

There  are  3 producer— retailers  with  premises  in  Addington  and  4 retailers  with 
premises  outside  the  district  retelling  milk  in  Arlington.  In  addition,  there 
are  4 shops  licensed  to  sell  Sterilized  Milk. 


There  is  only  one  licensed  Slaughterhouse  within  the  district,  and  this  is 
only  used  in  case  of  emergency. 

There  are  5 Butchers  end  one  Por~K  Butcher  in  the  district,  and  24  visits  were 
marie  to  these  shops  during  the  year,  and  to  meat  preparing  premises. 


Places  where  other  foods  are  prepared,  or  kept  for  sale  are  inspected  frequently 
"by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 


There  are  8 small  bakehouses  and  4 fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  - all  are 
kept  in  a.  satisfactory  condition. 


46  inspections  of  places  where  food  is  prepared  were  made  during  the  year  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector.

As  will  he  seen  from  the  above  Table,  there  were  two  cases  of  Polio- 
myelitis notified  during  the  year,  both  of  whom  made  good  recoveries.  In 
addition  there  "was  one  death  of  an  infant  from  this  cause,  but  the  case  was 
not  notified.

Tuberculosis 

Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  Register  during 
the  year,  as  against  one  in  1958.  One  of  these  cases  was  a transfer  into 
Adlington  from  the  Glasgow  area. 

The  total  number  of  cases  cm  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
16,  of  which  9 were  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  7 were  non-pulmonary. 
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
